I have read lately in your evening col- 
umns of certain unjust criticisms brought 
against the Demobilization Bureau for 
Returned Soldiers, and beg to disagree 
with the grievances of those men. The 


Demobilization Bureau has done very 
admirable work since they started anu 
deserve all the credit they can get and 
not knocks. If these dissatisfied men 
would analyze the situation further they 
would find that if there is any fault to be 
found it lies with the business men them- 
selves and not with the bureau. Mr. 
Walsh and his corps of assistants cannot 
sreate positions: they offer what they 
have. They even canvass business firms 
for suggested openings, which is more 
than any ordinary individual can expect. 
Just because a person can’t locate a 
banker’s position or high-salaried posi- 
tion right off the bat is no sign that there 
is something wrong with the organiza- 
tion. Some departments, as clerical and 
executive positions, are not so abundant, 
and with the big supply of men for these 
pursuits it is a difficult problem for Mr. 
Walsh to place all of the men. 
However, it is not necessary for a man 
to be out of work, as Mr. Lomen, at the 
labor desk, has calls for labor work and 
he can place men temporarily until cler- 
ical work for the men becomes more 
available. I myself have held down five 
temporary jobs this summer without los- 
ing More than a day ata stretch. Even 
though I have a university education, I 
consider it no disgrace to do any sort of 
honest work until something better turns 
up, which will undoubtedly take place 
when business looms up on a big scale 
this fall. The courtesy rendered me by 
Mr. Walsh and his assistants has been 
of the.highest type, and they deserve 
boosts from all ex-service men, as I am 
sure the same courtesy was rendered all. 
What we should do is try to encourage 


‘Dilpeiness men more and more in the ne- 


cessity of placing more openings with 
Mr. Walsh, so that the men who are still 
out of work could get located. Jobs and 
more jobs for the U. 8S. Employment Bu- 
reau should be our slogan for this cam- 
paign, and we'll never get them by 
knocking the Employment Bureau, so 
let us boost. 

Publicity is what we need, and I know 
the Post-Dispatch is doing its share to 
help the discharged men along. So quit 
knocking, men, until you find out who 
deserves the criticism. Thank you very 
much, W. E. R., Ex-Soldier, 
Care Soldiers and Sailors’ Club, 1 
Olive street.

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UNIONIZING THE POLICE DEPARTMENT. 

Assertion of a right on the part of police to form a 
union affiliated with the American Federation of Labor 
has raised in the District of Columbia a serious issue, 
which is still pending. 

Denial of the asserted right in Boston has led to @ 
strike of more than half of the police force, followed 
by great disorder, loss of life and injury to persons and 
property. 

The concession of this asserted right in one or both

For the organization of the police into unions is an 
experiment of most doubtful nature. Must a guardian 
of the peace show his union card before he stays the 
hand of the would-be murderer or takes into custody the 
thief caught in an act of thievery? This may be a rather 
light way of putting it, but it sums up the whole matter. 
The police are an arm of government. The law, which 
a policeman is specially charged with enforcing, is to 
him, or should be, the chief power. 
tend to the recognition of a power higher than the law. 
The public, of which he is a servant, would not be satis- 
fied with attempted service of a second master. Under 
a dual and, at times, perhaps, an incompatible responsi- 
bility, the individual policeman would find endless em- 
barrassments for himself.

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ART VALUE IN INDUSTRY. : 
The resolution introduced in the United States Senate | 
by Senator Spencer and adopted unanimously, indorsing | 
the St. Louis Exposition of Industrial Arts and Crafts, 
emphasizes the value of the exposition and its impor- 
tance as’a great constructive step in the progress of 
American industry and commerce. 
John G. Lonsdale, president of the National Bank of 
Commerce, in an article published in a local contem- 
porary, is right in emphasizing the commercial value of 
the movement for the development of good design and 
craftsmanship in American industry. We usually think 
of art as something apart from profitable commerce, 
but applied art in industry means increased profit for 
industry and trade. Not only does it supply beauty with 
utility and thus satisfy good taste and cultivate good 
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taste and appreciation of beauty in things of common 
use, but it adds great profits to industrial and commer- 
cial activities. 

Joseph Pennell, the artist, makes a specialty of the 
high commercial value of art in industrial products. 
He says the greatest value, the quality which counts 
for high prices and large profits, is the art value. 

If America takes supremacy in art applied to indus- 
try, as we have taken supremacy in mechanical inven- 
tion and industrial organization, we shall add enormous- 
ly to the market value of our products. We shall become 
a finished product instead of a raw material nation. 
Instead of getting 10 cents a pound for raw materials 
shipped to Europe and bringing back the finished prod- 
uct at a hundred times the raw material price, we shall 
take all the profits of all the processes, including the 
highest priced quality of art. The difference in price 
between the railroad spike and the delicately and beau- 
tifully wrought iron candlestick illustrates the point. 
The success of the exposition will exalt St. Louis 
as the pioneer of a movement, rising in strength all 
over the nation, of inestimable value to American busi- 
ness and American culture. It will make this city a 
center of applied art activities and will put St. Louis in 
line for the great national or international exposition 
which will inevitably follow this pioneer event. 
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Noting that the consumption of cigarettes has in- 
creased portentously in the last fiscal year, the directors 
of other people's habits ought to realize that the hour 
has not yet arrived when they can adjourn sine die. 
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THE PEACE OF VON TIRPITZ. 

In Wednesday's installment of Von Tirpitz’s memoirs 
the following interesting paragraph appeared: 

In 1916 I was directed to open negotiations with 
friendly Russians looking towards a peace with Rus- 
sia, by offering concessions to Serbia, establishing the 
Narew line as strategic security for East Prussia, 
in return for which Russia was to have part of 
Galicia, for which in turn Austria would compensate 
herself by taking Sandjak, Novibazar and Albania. 
Warships of both nations were to be allowed 
through the Dardanelles and we would abandon the 
Bagdad Rallway or share it with Russia. Russia 
was to have Persia and Germany would take over 
the Russian debt to France. | 
This proposal to barter lands and peoples may seem 

revoltingly cold-blooded, but that is what conquest 
means and it was precisely for this that Germany 
plunged the world into war. Moreover, this German 
plan of settlement strictly conformed to the European 
usage. It was in this way that Europe had always 
closed out a war. The peace of Europe has rested on 
the spoils of war and upon the coalitions framed to re- 
tain the booty. How badly the peace of Europe has rest- 
ed is told in the bloodstained pages of its history. 

It is now proposed to put an end forever to that sort 
of tyranny and injustice. The machinery for ending 
it is the League of Nations. The covenant of the League 
of Nations is more than a radical departure from Old 
World custom. It is the death knell of militarism and 
the installation of a new order. When United States 
Senators challenge the covenant as a charter for peace 
and declare it to be a breeder of wars and assai! it as 
merely thy creation of a new alignment similar in spirit 
to the old alliances—when Senators make such state- 
ments they shut their eyes to the truth. 

The present peace treaty rewrites the map of Europe, 
but it rewrites it according to the rights of peoples, not

Of course, it had to ac- 
company the advance of the infan- 
try. Therefore, although itself “in- 
fantry,”” it had already become a 
sort of “companion” or auxiliary 
arm to the infantry. 

The second auxiliary arm, of 
"pecial use at short ranges against 
largets offering more than usual 
resistance, was the light trench 
mortar. Originally evolved for 
trench warfare, it had now to be 
made mobile and capab'e of lirect 
fire by means of suitable sights. 
The light trench mortar was part 
of the infantry battalion, which 

@ more and more the tac- 
cal unit of the division, just as 
the group within was the tactical 
unit of the battalion. 

Those “auxiliary” arms were not 
vet effective enough to enable the 
tnfantry to advance on their ar- 
duous way without excessive 
losses. Of course, massed artillery 
Prepared the attack. It could, 
however, only do so in a general 
Way, and left untouched too many 
of the enemy's strong points, 
Which had to be dealt with later 
in detail at the shortest ranges. 

In each division, therefore, 

guns were withdrawn from 
their units for short-range work, 
€@4 wore attached to battalions or 
regiments as infantry guns. The 
formation of special batteries of 
infantry guns had been started in 
the meantime, but little progress 

been made.

Why He Falfled to Have Tanks. 


We had no tanks. They were 
merely an offensive weapon, and 
succeeded without 
them. That fact, however, could 
not release us from the duty of 
procuring everything that might 
make life easier for our infantry. 

I have already explained that our 
motor industry was already fully 
occupied in turning out lorries, 
and that we had not enough 
of them to enable us to keep our 
infantry away from _ the battle 
area in comfortable billets, and 
yet bring them up in time, as 
the Entente could do. I men- 
tioned also that for that reason 
I atta®@hed the greatest import- 
ance to the provision of lorries. If 
our fuel situation was unfavor- 
able, it must be improved, too. 

The construction of lorries could 
not be allowed to suffer. We could 
not: possibly do enough towards 
supplying lorries for supply 
work and for carrying infantry. 
The Army Headquarters were oft- 
en enough troubled by lack of 
them. When the Chief of Staff 
complained to me of the difficul- 
ty of bringing up supplies, and 
particularly ammunition, attribut- 
ing it to lack of lorries, and I 
maintained that they were avail- 
able, I was then told that they 
had been used for carrying the in- 
fantry. General Headquarters. 
was not able to get everything. 
However, the tank question had 
been carefully considered. 


“Tank Fright" Was Scrious. 

At Cambrai the tanks were very 
effective. But there they ran into 
a position held only lightly, chief- 
ly by older men, but poorly 
equipped with artillery. In all oth- 
er cases, although they had been a 
nuisance, they had achieved no 
decisive results. 

I took a much more. serious 
view of “tank fright’ than the 
troops themselves did. In the 
fighting around Bourbon and in 
Bourlon Wood our infantry had 
disposed of tanks at close quarters 
by multiple grenades. (The or- 
dinary German stick-grenade 
with a number of grenade heads 
attached to it.) Our artillery had 
shot them to pieces. Even the 
steel-cored bullets used by our 
machine guns had been g00d 
enough.

German Type Was Not Good. 

The Director of Mechanical Trans- 


port in the Field had had early or- 
ders to start building tanks. The 


type he showed general headquar- 


ters in the spring of 1917 did not 
meet requirements. I earnestly re- 
quested him to push on their con- 
struction energetically. 

Perhaps I ought to have made 
greater efforts; and possibly we 
should in that case have had a few 
more tanks for the decision in 1918; 
but I do not know what other 
claim could have been set aside to 
enable them to be built. We could 
not release any more workmen, and 
the people at home could not sup- 
ply any more. Had they been avail- 
able, we should have wanted them 
as recruits. We should never have 
been able to put masses of tanks 
into action in 1918—and tanks are 
only effective in masses. 

When, towards the end of the 
war, the manufacturers were in a 
position to turn out tanks more 
rapidly, and in greater numbers, 
General Headquarters ordered a 
considerable number from the 
War Department. 

In order to provide aircraft 
support for the infantry special 
battle aeroplane flights were 
formed. As had hitherto been 
done by individual’ airmen, they

| 


dived down from great heights 
and flew along at a low level, at- 
tacking with machine guns and 
light bombs the infantry lines, 
the artillery, and, as the practice 
extended, the enemy’s reserves 
and transport columns, as well as 
columns of troops coming up 
from further in rear. 


Airmen as Line Fighters. 


Originally intended’ to be an 
*“auxiliary’’ arm to the infantry, 
these battle-flights were finally 
given important tactical tasks. 
Thus the air force gained a new 
field of activity of the greatest 
importance. The airmen, in the 
course of their duties, were not 
only reconnaissance troops who 
had to fight; they were not only 
bomb-carriers for destructive 
work far in the enemy’s rear, but 
they had, like infantry, artillery 
and all other arms, to take part in 
the fighting on the ground. 

Like other combatant forces, 
they were a destructive arm in the 
great battle on land. This, indeed, 
became their main object, and 
the aerial combat was only a 
means of attaining it. 

For the advance of the infantry 
in the offensive battle the con- 
centrated preparation by massed 
artillery was most importart. It 
was necessary to bring up 20 to 30 
batteries, about 100 guns, to each 
kilometre (1100 yards) of front 
to be attacked. No man had ever 
credited such figures before; still 
less had anyone ever thought of 
the quantities of ammunition 
hurled on the enemy. 

These were indeed massed ef- 
fects! And yet the battle area 
was so vast that even these quan- 
tities of steel did not destroy all 
life; the infantry always fotind 
far too much to do. 

These masses of guns and am- 
munition had to be got up close to 
the foremost lines; only then 
could they engage targets far be- 
hind the enemy’s front line with- 
out having to change position as 
the battle progresscd. At the 
same time, they had to be cov- 
ered from view, both from the 
front and from the air. 


Solved Artillery Problem. 

In these positions in the open 
it was not intended to fight an ar- 
tillery. duel for days on end; both 
guns and ammunition would have 
been annihilated. Nor was it pos- 
sible to range, as we used to do; 
this would have attracted the en- 
emy’s attention, and the artillery 
action would have started before 
the battle itself under conditions 
unfavorable to us. 

We had, therefore, to discover 
some means of dealing with the 
situation, and insure an adequate 
effect without ranging. During 
the defensive battles we had al- 
ready endeavored to do without 
constantly checking the barrage. 
The errors of the day (due to 
wind and atmospheric density), 
as well as to the gun errors (due 
to size of chamber caused by 
wear, and other changes in the 
bore and carriage), were perman- 
ently determined and allowed for 
when firing. 

A system was now most care- 
fully elaborated. The Artillery 
Meteorological Service was regu- 
lated on a general plan in combi- 
nation with the General com- 
manding the air forces. In this 
way all batteries could be in- 
formed of the errors of the day 
with the least possible delay. All 
guns were tested for individual 
errors behind the front. 

In this way it was possible to 
determine, by means of simple ta- 
bles for any gun at any time, 
how much should be added to, or 
subtracted from, the normal ele- 
vation for any target. It was, of 
course, a necessary condition that 
ranges were accurately measured. 
Faultless maps, trigonometrical 
and topographical determination 
of all battery zero points on the 
ground, and the greatest care in 
marking targets on the maps, as 
determined by sound-ranging, 
field survey and aerial photog- 
raphy—-these were the necessary 
preliminaries, and an enormous 
work it was. 


The new procedure was stronc- 
ly objected to, especially by some 
of the senior gunners. But it had 
to be adopted, nevertheless, and 
fulfilled all expectations. 

The training and instruction of 
the troops in the new method was 
entrusted to Capt. Pulkowsky, who 
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General Headquarters intended 
that after a short artillery bom- 
bardment, lasting only a few 
hours, the infantry, which was to 
be held in readiness in the forward 
positions, should advance to the 
assault. 

This short storm of fire was ex- 
pected to neutralize the enemy’s 
artillery by means of gas, which 
spread over great areas, and keep 
his infantry in their dugouts. 

At the beginning of the infantry 
assault, the artillery, while con- 
tinuing to keep down that of the 
enemy, was to put down a barrage 
in front of the infantry, and then 
pave the way for it like a gigantic 
roller. 

The infantry had to keep close 
up to this wall of projectiles, and 
did so with admirable determina- 
tion. The e.emy who came out 
of his dugouts, was now attacked 
by the infantry, assisted by auxili- 
ary or “‘companion’’ arms, under 
the protection of our artillery. 

It was evident that the closer 
the infantry could keep to the bar- 
rage, the less time the enemy had 
to leave his dugouts, and the more 
chances there was of surprising 
him in them. Consequently the 
barrage must not- advance faster 
than the infantry could follow. The 
pace had to be fixed beforehand, 
for, in spite of hard thinking and 
experiments, it had been impos- 
sible to discover any means of con- 
trolling the barrage. 


Slow Pace Set for Infantry. 


The nature and state of the 
ground had also to be considered, 
as regards their effects on the ad- 
vance of the infantry, and the con- 
sequent pace of the barrage. 
Stronger lines required a more 
prolonged bombardment, and the 
barrage had to dwell on them long- 
er. So it came about that an ad- 
vance of one kilometer (1100 
yards) required as much as one 
hour. 

It was always a great misfortune 
if the barrage got ahead: the at- 
tack was then held up only too 
easily. It could not be brought 
back again without great loss of 
time, and the infantry suffered 
losses which it was the duty of all 
commanders to avoid. 

As the range increased the bar- 
rage became thinner, as the short- 
er range guns dropped out, and 
finally, beyond extreme range, it 
ceased, and the infantry lost its 
protection. By this time, some ar- 
tillery must be ready in action in 
forward positions, from 
which to support the further ad- 
vance. In spite of all auxiliary 
arms and its “infantry guns,” the 
infantry could not do without it. 

What form the fighting would 
take when the infantry 
from the protection of the barrage 
it was quite impossible to foresee. 
It was necessary to prepare a reg- 
ular scheme for bringing up a large 
force of artillery and even targer 
masses of ammunition. The 
latter, indeed, was the really im- 
portant item; often too many guns 
were pushed up. 


Quick Reliefs Forbidden. 


It was bound to be uncommonly 
difficult to get many vehicles ovér 
our own, and the enemy’s system 
of trenches and wire, as well as 
Shell holes. It required carefu] 
preparation and a great quantity of 
gear to bridge this belt successfully. 

General headquarters laid great 
stress on the rural that the atack 
should be continued for several 
days on end by the divisions oriz- 
inally in the first line. I opposed 
the idea that they should be re- 
lieved by divisions in the second 
line on the second or third day. At 
the beginning of the war we had 
fought for weeks without relief. 
That was, indeed, beyond our pres- 
ent troops. But so frequent a 
change as many desired was not 
yet necessary. 

The further the attack advanced 
the more nearly its character ap- 
proximated to that of open war- 
fare. In defensive fighting the se- 
nior commanders had to keep far 
behind, in order reallv@o condnuet 
the battle; but now their place was 
nearer the front; the more open 
the fighting the closer up they 
must get. The leader now had to 
make rapid decisions, and. if neces- 
sary, carry others away by his ner- 
sonal example. 

Finally, as our operation pro- 
gressed, we would come up against 
a new front, which for the time 
we would not be able to overcome. 
as had happened in Rumania. 
Eastern Galicia and Italy. Then 
we should have to return to the 
defensive, and _ distribute our 
forces in depth. The right mo- 
ment for this change was difficult 
to recognize; only too often we 
became involved in unnecessary 
fighting. 

Our big attacks had clearly 
demonstrated the importance of 
supply, and attention was directed 
to it as a matter of course. All 
preparations had to be made to 
follow the attack across the fort!- 
fied zones wit railways, roads 
and telephone'lines, and to con- 
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pose, was to hinder the out- 
break of war. 

This statement sets before me 
the hardest, most cruel task I will 
encounter in writing these me- 
moirs. 

I must show how this wonder- 
ful ofganism, on which we count- 
ed to preserve the peace of Eu- 
rope through increasing our pres- 
tige and warning off those who 
might attack us or combat our 
world aims, not only was unable 
to preserve the peace of Europe, 
but was umable even to secure 
for us_a peace of honor, and met 
a mod, rznominious end. 

The @ramatic destruction of the 
imperial navy in the Scapa Flow 
was far more terrible than the in- 
famous sale of the old German 
fleet by Hannibal Fischer. 

When the distressed waters of 
the flow closed over the decks 
which were to have been scenes of 
glory and swirled into the muzzles 
of the proud guns which might 
have smashed the floating, ar- 
mored wall which barred us from 
our victory, the, closed a long 
chapter of political checks to a 
magnificent fighting machine and 
lack of united, responsible leading. 

The annihilation of the German 
navy has deprived the smaller na- 
vies of the world of their vitality. 
The maintenance of the balance of 
power at sea now rests entirely on 
the American navy. 

This is not a menace tu Great 
Britain. I am not one of those 
who delude themselves in the be- 
lief of a future conflict between 
England and America. I cannot 
foresee any serious antagonism be- 
tween the two great Anglo-Saxon 
Powers. Their capitalism jointly 
enslaves al! other nations which, 
since the breaking down of the 
German navy, have no longer any 
support in asserting their freedom. 

The plan of the German navy 
Was not conceived in any thought 
of war with England. It was in- 
evitable that sooner or later would 
come war With France, and it was 
the German supposition that this 
war would begin not with a crush- 
ing military defeat of France, but 
with a sea battle which would de- 
stroy her navy and render our en- 
emy helpless without the necessity 
of costly and bloody land cam- 
paigns. 

Herein lay the original plan of 
the German battle fleet construc- 
tion. Afterwards, in 1896, because 
of unexpectedly threatening meas- 
ures on the part of Great Britain, it 
was inevitable that our plans 
Should consider a British front 
added to the French. After the 
incident of the Kruger telegram it 
was known to us that the British 
had commissioned a squadron 
especially with the idea of battle 
with us at sea. This gave Germany 
anew point of'view in fleet build- 
ing. It was the reason for Stosch 
working out his defensive plan 
against England, which he men- 
tioned to me in private conversa- 
tions. It was not until the begin- 
ning of the twentieth century that 
the first official plan for naval op- 
erations against the English was 
elaborated and perfected. 


The British view that we ac- 
quired Heligoland as part of a pre- 
concerted plan to attack England 
is erroneous. At the time Heligo- 
land was acquired the German 
navy was entirely indifferent as to 
whether we had it or not. In fact, 
there was an undercurrent of dis- 
satisfaction due to the fact that it 
meant the spending of vast sums 
of money on fortifications which 
we wanted for the development of 
the navy. 

To be sure, as early as 1870, ina 
letter to my father outlining a pre- 
liminary fleet plan, I had demand- 
ed Heligoland. But with the de- 
velopment of the torpedo the need 
for it became unimportant. There 
was no longer the danger of a 
French squadron anchoring there, 
as there had been in 1870. Its 
value in the event of a war with 
England never even occurred to us 
because, war with England was not 
in our thoughts. 

The value of Heligoland in mod- 
ern warfare only arose when I 
made the technically daring dect- 
sion of developing it into a harbor, 
thus in 1996 making a naval base 
out of a rock and =~*rendering a 
blockade of our coast more diffi- 
cult. 

I may even go so far as to say

Its value in the event of a war 


military importance to which at 


that time we scarcely gave thought. 


“DER TAG.” 

I flatly deny all stories of “Der 
Tag” being given as a toast at Ger- 
man naval officers’ messes. I as- 
cribe the origination of this lie to 
a British First Lord of the Admi- 


'ralty, and it was rapidly circulated 


throughout the press of the world. 

Before the war the feeling be- 
tween the officers’ corps of the two 
navies was far too cordial to per- 
mit of any such occurrence. The 
rood breeding of the German of- 
ficers would alone have made any- 
thing of the kind impossible, quite 
apart from the folly of wishing 


| to fight with an opponent of equal 
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rank and double our strength. 

However such things could not 
harm us. My one regret is that 
the German navy was denied the 
efficient direction under which it 
might have helped us to an hon- 
orable peace. The best acknowl- 
edgement of the German navy’s 
power to do this, its great military 
value and the high estimation of 
its power on the part of its ene- 
mies, lies in the fact that the 
longer the war progressed, the 
more determinedly did the Brit- 
ish avoid an encounter. In spite 
of their growing preponderance 
they never made a premeditated 
attack upon us. No encounter 
was ever sought from their side. 

All of Germany Diseased. 

Even unto the bitter last our 
navy was not defeated in open 
battle. It was attacked by and 
succumbed. to the disease which 
has infected all of Germany. If 
the spirit of revolution showed it- 
self more plainly on the larger 
ships, and was manifiest in the 
navy a few days before it became 
noticeable im the army, this was 
because of the close association 
which it was possible to develop 
in the dock yards between the 
naval personnel and the civilian 
workmen who came from the in- 
cited masses. 

Mutiny and revolution in the 
German navy and not the atroci- 
ties which are charged against us, 
were responsible for the contempt 
our enemies came to regard the 
German navy. 

When our light cruiser Mainz 
was sunk in battle with a British 
squadron in the Bight of Heligo- 
land, Aug. 28, 1914, Admiral 
Beatty in command of the :Brit- 
ish forces sent the following mes- 
tage to the German = survivors 
taken on board British ships. 

, “lL am proud to welcome such 
brave men on board my squad- 
| 

How different this gracious 
message to a respected foe, from 
his orders to the crews who were 
to guard the sailors on the sur- 
~endered German vessels in which 
he said: 

“Never forget that the enemy is 
a despicable beast.” 

I repeat that this change of at- 
titude was due to the contempt 
which the spirit of mutiny and 
revolution called down upon our 
seamen from our enemies who 
stood steadfastly by their cause. 

Lying hidden in the lap of the 
future is the possibility that our 
grandsons may wrest from the 
world the place which is Ger- 
anany’s due, and put her again in 
the foremost rank of the great 
powers. The attempt made by 
our fathers was premature and 
lacked adequate means. Our own 
attenpt was made late but not 
too late. Based on Prussian Ger- 
many it ought to have succeeded. 
Whether our grandsons will ever 
again make the attempt I cannot 
say. I cannot but fear that Ger- 
many has lost her last chance of 
rising to the position of a real 
power. 

Those who follow us should 
learn from our attempt and gain 
confidence. 

Germany will at least attain to 
new life and honor,when she.shakes 
off the depravity and lack of dis- 

line which now grips her and 

ing to her senses, recognizes, 
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according to her old truditions, 
the forces which made her great. 
I do not believe that this can 
happen, I do not believe that Ger- 
many can rise to greatness, as a 
republic. She must have a mon- 
archical form of government. We 
lack too many of the qualities that 
would make a republic a success. 
Our difficult geographical posi- 
tion, the constant influx of non- 
German elements and divisions of 
creed make the regulator of mon- 
archic power indispensable to the 
German state. The tearing down 
of our historical development was 
therefore a systematic mistake, no 
matter what position may be tak- 
en in regard to a Constitution. 
The great deeds of the Hohen- 


The Republican idea as it has 
been developed among us is based 
upon promises to the masses which 
cannot be fulfilled. Therefore, in 
order to keep the masses in hand, 
Democracy is continually forced 
to give “Rights” first place and 
consign “‘Duties’’ to second rank. 

This course never can lead to 
elevation. If in the future we de- 
sire life, much rather must we re- 
turn to the fundamental principle 
of our old state: that only work for 
the whole produces as its final re- 
sult benefit to the individual, and 
that unrestricted emphasis on fn- 
dividual life leads to the annthfla- 
tion of the state. 

Germany's hope its in the coming 
generation. We were never born 

to be slaves. During 2000 years 
our folk has risen again and again, 
no matter how precipitous has been 
the fall. Should these memoirs 
written by me give support tod this 
idea and further strengthen faith 
in ourselves, the last service which 

which I can render my country 
will have been performed.
